Editor’s note: California 
history was made on Wednes- 
day when the 18-member San 
José Grand Jury indicted 
State Department of Justice 
narcotics agent Michael 
Walker for the February 17th 
shooting death of local resi- 
dent Rodolfo Cardenas. 
Walker was booked on a vol- 
untary-manslaughter charge 
and released without bail. 

Agent Walker shot Car- 
denas in the back through a 
chain link fence after state 
agents mistakenly identified 
him as a wanted felon and 
gave chase. Community out- 
rage about the shooting pres- 
sured authorities to hold a 
rare, publicly-open criminal 
grand jury hearing to deter- 
mine if enough evidence was 
present to warrant a trial. The 
unprecedented indictment 


has roused the Department of 


Justice to consider reviewing 
department procedures and 
policies.

The 9/11 Commission Report

Last week, the members of 
the 9/11 Commission released 
their report to the President, the 
press, and the American people. 

In the preface to the 567 page 
report, Chairman Thomas Kean 
and Vice-Chair Lee Hamilton 
write that the goal of the Com- 
mission was to find out how the 
September 11, 2001 terrorist at- 
tack was allowed to happen and 
how a similar tragedy can be 
avoided in the future. “We hope 
our report will encourage our fel- 
low citizens to study, reflect, and 
act.” 

“Our aim has not been to as- 
sign individual blame. Our aim 
has been to provide the fullest 
possible account of the events 
surrounding 9/11 and to identify 
lessons learned.” 


“We learned about an enemy 
who is sophisticated, patient, 
disciplined, and lethal. The 
enemy rallies broad support 

in the Arab and Muslim — 
world by demanding redress 
of political grievances, but 
ite hostility toward us and 
our values is limitless, Its 
purpose is to rid the world of 
religious and political 
pluralism, the plebiscite, and 
equal rights for women. It 
makes no distinction 
between military and civilian

The Commission also 
stressed the need for better com- 
munication and information shar- 
ing “across a large and unwieldy 
government that had been built 
in a different era to confront dif- 
ferent dangers.” 

“We need to design a bal- 
anced strategy for the long haul, 
to attack terrorists and prevent 
their ranks from swelling while

A di- 
ferencia de otros consulados, no- 
sotros no distribuimos fichas nu- 
meradas en la mañana, es decir 
que todo el que acude solicitando 
un documento es recibido.

Sacramento (EFE) — Una 
propuesta de ley podría obligar 
a hospitales del estado a cobrar 
menos por servicios de emergen- 
cia que ofrezcan a personas sin 
seguro médico. 

La iniciativa SB 379, de la 
senadora demócrata Deborah Or- 
tiz, obligaría a los hospitales a in- 
formar a pacientes sin seguro mé- 
dico sobre los servicios de cari- 
dad que ofrecen y los diversos 
modos de pago, incluyendo co- 
bros mensuales. 

Los hospitales también ten- 
drían que proporcionar informa- 
ción al paciente sobre su posible 
elegibilidad en programas de se- 
guro médico estatal como Medi- 
Cal y Familias Saludables. 

“Existen casi siete millones 
de personas que carecen de un se- 
guro médico en California y la 
mayoría de éstas, trabajan. Ya no 
estamos hablando de indigentes, 
O personas muy pobres. Pienso y 
siento que es injusto que sufran 
penas monetarias simplemente 
porque buscan cuidado médico” 
dijo a EFE Ortiz, representante 
por Sacramento. 

“Las personas que no tienen 
un seguro médico no se les debe 
cobrar de más cuando vayan al 
hospital”, manifestó Anthony 
Wright, Director Ejecutivo de la

Según Jan Emerson, porta-

El resultado es que un gran 
porcentaje de los hospitales en el 
estado enfrentan una crisis fiscal 
y varios de ellos han cerrado sus 
puertas bajo el argumento de 
pérdidas monetarias.

Termina batalla por presupuesto 


estatal en California

Sacramento (EFE) — 
Después de casi un mes de nego- 
ciaciones y desacuerdos presu- 
puestarios, el gobernador Arnold 
Schwarzenegger y líderes legis- 
lativos llegaron a un acuerdo so- 
bre el plan de gasto estatal. 

Tras una campaña publicita- 
ria en la que el gobernador Ar- 
nold Schwarzenegger llamó a 
los demócratas “poco hombres” 
y pidió al público “sacarlos en 
las próximas elecciones”, líderes 
de ambos partidos han hecho 
concesiones para llegar a un 
acuerdo. 

Debido a la falta de un plan 
presupuestario, miles de em- 
pleados estatales y vendedores 
que proveen servicios al estado 
dejaron de recibir salarios y pa- 
gos este mes. 

En el acuerdo, los demócra- 
tas se anotaron varias victorias, 
al convencer al gobernador de 
reducir masivos recortes presu- 
puestarios a las áreas de salud, 
educación superior y asistencia 
pública. 

Los republicanos, por su 
parte, mantuvieron su promesa 
de no subir los impuestos, y, se- 
gún el líder de los republicanos 
en el Senado, Dick Ackermann, 
pudieron aminorar el alza de al- 
gunas tarifas estatales, así como 
añadir fondos a proyectos de 
transporte. 


“Restauramos ace y 


sas que creímos fueron necesa- 
rias. Pero este es solo un paso 
para sacar al estado de la crisis 
fiscal en la que se encuentra”, 
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dijo Ackermann, representante 
de Thousand Oaks. 

“Hay cosas en esté presu- 
puesto que no nos gustan, tal vez 
más de las que sí nos gustan, pe- 
ro como en todo acuerdo, tuvi- 
mos que hacer concesiones. Sin 
embargo, es un presupuesto res- 
ponsable, y justo para la gente 
de California”, manifestó el líder 
del Senado, John Burton, demó- 
crata de San Francisco. 

Ambos bandos llegaron a 
un acuerdo en el obstáculo más 
controvertido del compromiso: 
el financiamiento para los go- 
biernos locales. 

Bajo los nuevos términos 
del convenio, las ciudades, con- 
dados y distritos especiales so- 
brellevarán recortes de 2,600 
millones de dólares durante los 
próximos dos años, a cambio de 
una protección constitucional a 
sus tesorerías, que impida a la 
Legislatura tomar dinero libre- 
mente en un futuro. 

De ahora en adelante, la 
Legislatura podrá tomar dinero 
prestado de las tesorerías locales 
sólo dos veces cada diez años. 

“Les dimos varias concesio- 
nes a los gobiernos locales, pero 
también incluimos provisiones 
que protegen los impuestos del 
valor sobre venta (IVA) y los im- 
puestos de propiedad”, dijo el 
gobernador Schwarzenegger. 

Otros detalles del acuerdo 
presupuestario incluyen la revo- 
cación de una ley que actual- 
mente permite a empleados de- 
mandar a sus empleadores por 
violaciones a leyes laborales. 
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La ley, que fue firmada por 
el ex gobernador Gray Davis en 
el 2003, fue uno de los puntos 
claves del acuerdo para miem- 
bros republicanos para firmar el 
acuerdo, bajo el argumento de 
que la ley tiene un impacto nega- 
tivo para los negocios del estado 

La otra ley en disputa, una 
que hubiera permitido a distritos 
escolares contratar a empresas 
privadas para servicios como 
transporte, jardinería y de lim- 
pieza, quedó intacta, al menos 
por ahora. 

Según el gobernador, el lí- 
der de la Asamblea, Fabián Nú- 
ñez, y su homólogo republicano 
Kevin McCarthy, seguirán tra- 
bajando para hacer su revoca- 
ción un hecho en un futuro cer- 
cano. El presupuesto de 103,000 
millones de dólares, tal y como 
lo prometió el gobernador, no in- 
cluye un aumento de impuestos. 

El déficit de aproximada- 
mente 17,000 millones de dóla- 
res será balanceado primordial- 
mente a base de unos 5,000 mi- 
llones de dólares en préstamos 
5,000 millones de dólares en re- 
cortes a programas estatales, y 
otros 1,500 millones de dólares 
en maniobras fiscales. 

Esto no incluye el bono de 
2,700 millones de dólares, 
aprobado por los votantes 
californianos en las elecciones 
del pasado mes de marzo, para 
cerrar el déficit.

Raminez Bermudez said he could 
make $200 a day picking cherries in Cali- 
fornia. Arrested by the border patrol in 
the Sonora desert, he was sent back to 
Mexico. He'll probably try crossing again 
and if he is luckier, he*1] make it to his 
job in the U.S. 

If he’s unlucky, he could become one 
of the victims who die in the desert. As 
of this writing, more than 61 people have 
already lost their lives since October of 
2003. That’s the figure given by the 
Mexican Interior Ministry. The U.S. Bor- 
der Patrol puts the number at 43. What- 
ever the number, it’s too high. 

It will go up. George W. Bush's im- 
migration proposal to match willing 
workers with companies needing em- 
ployees has been interpreted by some as 
a form of amnesty. More people are cross- 
ing the border these days expecting to get 
legal “high paying” jobs. 

The number of deaths will therefore 
increase this summer and possibly reach 
a record. 

Who is responsible for these unnec- 
essary deaths? 

It’s acomplex situation. It starts with 
a very rich country sharing a border with 
a very poor one. The attraction for mov- 
ing across in search of work is almost ir- 
resistible.

working an entire month in Mexico. If 


work can be found. For people who have 
few skills, the easily available menial 
work in the U.S. is like the Promised 
Land. Although precise numbers are un- 
available, it is estimated that there are 10 
million undocumented workers in the 
Lope 

It's easy to blame the undocumented 
workers if they don’t make it across the 
desert. They took a chance. They lost. Yet, 
people should not have to die seeking 
minimum wage jobs. 

Although Mexico is certainly guilty 
of not being able to provide adequate op- 
portunities for. many of its citizens, it’s 
the U.S. policies of the last ten years or 
so which have increased significantly the 
number of deaths at the border. 

Since the American government has 
virtually sealed the “easy” entry points 
in San Diego, California and El Paso, 
Texas, undocumented workers have re- 
sorted to more dangerous routes. 

Although we have spent billions to 
stop illegal immigration, we have not 
been successful. Our efforts just made 
crossing the border more dangerous. It 
means that now crossing into the U.S. 
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Desert 


requires the help of smugglers. They 
charge up to $3,000 dollars. The money 
sometimes has to be paid by relatives al- 
ready in the U.S. while people are being 
held hostage someplace. 

The difficulties in getting in the U.S. 
have turned these migrant workers into 
immigrants, who instead of going back 
and forth, settled in the U.S. with or with- 
out their families. In some cases, children 
are being smuggled in because parents 
have established themselves in the U.S. 
but cannot go back and bring their kids 
to their new homes. 

In essence, the undocumented work- 
ers” lot has become more precarious but 
their numbers have not diminished. It 
means that those who settle in the U.S. 
have to be more careful about being de- 
ported because once out of the country, 
it ll be difficult if not impossible to get 
back in. It also means an increase in the 
companies” already huge power over their 
undocumented employees. 

Obviously, what has been done in the 
last decade is not working and a new ap- 
proach needs to be tried. If the U.S. is 
really serious about ending illegal immi- 
gration, we must target the companies 
hiring people. If laws were enforced and 
only legal workers were hired, illegal im- 
migration would disappear. This is un- 
likely to happen since companies are ad- 
dicted to cheap labor. 

Bush’s plan of allowing guest work- 
ers into the U.S. was followed in May by 
a Democratic proposal which differed in 
a number of areas but was also promis- 
ing in the long run. 

Unfortunately, it’s highly unlikely 
that anything will be done in an election 
year. Undocumented workers don’t have 
lobbyists in Washington to push their 
agenda. 

So people will continue to die. The 
undocumented workers’ dangerous jour- 
ney can only be minimized through char- 
ity. Humane Borders, for example, is as 
group that provides humanitarian assis- 
tance to people crossing the border. One 
of the ways is by setting up water sta- 
tions in the desert. These “oasis” are 
marked by 30-feet-high blue flags to be 
visible to someone who might have gone 
for several days without food or water.

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Votan contra matrícula consular mexicana en comité legislativo

Washington (EFE) — Un co- 
mité de la Cámara de Representan- 
tes de EE.UU. rechazó una en- 
mienda presentada por el congre- 
sista demócrata Ed Pastor (Ari- 
zona) que pretendía suprimir la 
medida que prohíbe destinar fon- 
dos del Tesoro para regular el uso 
de la matrícula consular mexicana.

the way our government is orga- 
nized.” 

Through their report, the 
Commission offered numerous 
recommendation as to how the 
government should be reorga- 
nized to protect the country from 
future attacks. 

A global “What To Do” strat- 
egy is outlined in the report. The 
principle guidelines for this strat- 
egy include: 

-Attack terrorists and their 
organizations. 

-Prevent the continued 
growth of Islamist terrorism. 

-Protect against and prepare 
for terrorist attacks. 

The report also contains a 
chapter entitled “How To Do It.” 
This chapter lists Commission 
recommendations for realizing 
the goals of the global strategy. 

The Commission calls for: 

-Unity of effort across the 
foreign-domestic divide. 

-Unity of effort in the intel- 
ligence community. 

-Unity of effort in sharing in- 


formation. 

-Unity of effort in the Con- 
gress. 

-Organizing America’s de- 
fenses in the United States. 

One of the most remarkable 
conclusions offered by the Com- 
mission is that “Congressional 
oversight for intelligence — and 
counterterrorism — is not dys- 
functional.” (Note the Commis- 
sion’s use of the present tense). 

According to the experts, in 
terms of another terrorist attack 
on America, it's not a question of 
“if,” but of “when?” 

During an interview on Meet 
the Press, Commission Chairman 
Thomas Kean stated that “Con- 
gress has got to act now.” Appar- 
ently, the members of Congress 
don't feel the same sense of ur- 
gency. Two days after the 9/11 
Report was released, Congress 
adjourned for their six week sum- 
mer vacation.

consist of at least one African- 
American, four to five Asian- 
Americans, four to five Hispanics, 
and eight Caucasian jurors. A true 
reflection of the demographics of 
the City of San José, where the 
event occurred, would show closer 
to a 40% Hispanic composition of 
a jury of peers. Balanced ethnic 
composition is particularly impor- 
tant in this county because of re- 
peated charges that predominantly 
white grand juries include token 
representation from jurors of color, 
or none at all. 

Attacking the victim 

The sole purpose of any grand 
Jury is to determine if there is suf- 
ficient evidence to have a trial. It 
is not the trial itself. A member of 
the County District Attorney’s Of- 
fice leads each criminal grand jury, 
is the jury’s sole legal advisor and 
selects all evidence and witnesses. 

Deputy D.A. Lane Liroff is the 
designated legal advisor for the 
Cardenas hearings. He commented 
to the Cardenas family that putting 
on a grand jury is “much like put- 
ting ona play.” Liroff has also pub- 
licly stated (San José Mercury 
News, 7/16/04, page 6C) that, “It 
is not my intent to demonize the 
victim.” The first four witnesses, 
however, never mentioned Agent 
Walker and it soon became clear 
that the questioning was directed 
to vilify Cardenas. They were 
questioned only to establish whe- 
ther Rudy ever sold drugs or was a 
perpetrator of any domestic vio- 
lence crime in the past. 


San José Police Department 
Officer Byron Jones testified that 
the volume of calls tacked to Rudy 
Cardenas’ cell phone during the 
weeks prior to his death indicated 
Significant drug dealing. The 
family’s two oldest daughters, 
Regina and Corina, were outraged 
that this opinion was presented as 
fact to the grand jury. They asserted 
that on a daily basis they would 
make many calls to his cell phone 
to touch base with him. The fam- 
ily knew that Rudy waged a long 
struggle with his addiction, and 
understood that it had a relevance 
to this proceeding in a very lim- 
ited way. 

When giving testimony, Car- 
dena’s wife and friends refused to 
endorse the Liroff scenario. They 
were subjected to repetitive, 
lengthy and confusing questions, in 
what appeared to be an attempt to 
discredit their statements. Jeanette 
Cardenas, the victim’s wife, was 
reduced to tears on the stand and 
in frustration responded to Liroff, 
“What you’re trying to ask me has 
nothing to do with what happened 
on that day.” Aida Garcia, present 
at much of the hearings, asked 
“Who is the victim and who is the 
suspect in my brother’s death?” 

Emergency Care 

Not referenced at all by Liroff 
was this department’s policy and 
procedures regarding the provision 
of emergency care to a victim. The

Reuters News 
Service reports that the Austra- 
lian government has announced 
that it is willing to participate in 
a U.N. peacekeeping mission to 
Darfur. 

This news was not well re- 
ceived in the Sudanese capital. 
“A group calling itself 
Mohammed's Army has called 
on Muslims to prepare to fight 
Western forces sent on any mis- 
sion to western Sudan.” 
(Reuters) 

““We have seen and heard 
of the American and British in- 
terference in Darfur and there is 
no doubt that this is a crusader 
war that bears no relation to the 
citizens of Darfur,” the previ- 
ously unknown group said in a 
statement distributed at a cen- 
tral mosque in the Sudanese 
capital Khartoum.” (Source:

The Republic of Sudan is in 
North Eastern Africa. Sudan lies 
between Chad and Ethiopia, 
with Egypt at its Northern bor- 
der. 

Sudan is about one-fourth 
the size of the United States. Its 
population is around 39 million. 
43% of its population is 14 years 
of age or younger. Sudan’s larg- 
est trading partner is China. 
China receives over one-half of
